Detwiler, and the Edmonton 
civic officials who stand behind 
‘him, including some of the com- 
missioners and the town plan- 
ner, and Litchfield, stand at oppo- 
site ends of the globe as far as 
planned development for Alberta 
is concerned. 

“The trend all‘over North Am- 
decentralization,” 
Litchfield told this reporter, and 
he went on to add that the Det- 
wiler scheme was not in accord 
with present town planning 
schemes. 

Litchfield would have Canada’s 
Central Housing and Mortgage 
Corporation undertake financing 
of his ‘Super Suburb’ scheme for 
Jasper Place, with his construc- 
tion firm doing the job of erect- 
ing the thousand-odd units that 
would go to make up the devel- 
opment. 

Speaking of the proposed utility 
scheme for the same community, 
which would have the Dominion 
government finance water and 
sewers in Jasper Place as a civil 
defence emergency scheme, 
Litchfield said that the legislative 
set-up in Canada does not allow 
the federal government to step in 
over the head of the provincial 
government in such matters. 

About 160 acres would be re- 
quired for his aJsper Place pro- 
gram, and he is asking council 
there to select three possible sites 
on which provincial heads could 
consider locations for the devel- 
opment. 

“Next vear there may be a 
$20,000,000 fund in Alberta for 
such development,,” said  Litch- 
field. “It should be used wisely,” 
he added. 

“It’s the heritage of every 
North American to own his own 
home, and his own land, to do 
with as he wishes, providing he 
doesn’t interfere with the rights 
of his neighbors,” said Litchfield. 

“That’s why millions of people 
left Europe,’ he continued, “and 
they came here willing to fight 
for that right.” if 

He contends that his proposed 
scheme for Jasper Place would 
give that heritage to more than a 
thousand residents there, and that 
it could be duplicated all over the 
country. 

In Vancouver Litchfield has un- 
dertaken two large-scale housing 
programs, one along the coast 
city’s Grandview highway, and 
one along Marine Drive, which 
will be a.$35,000,000 development 
by the time it is completed five 
years hence.

Attention Governments 


This editorial is directed to provincial 
and federal members of parliament and: to 
senior: civil servants. 


But even if the idea it suggests is essenti- . 


ally sound, it will need the support of elect- 
ors all over Canada to put it into effect. 

Here is the idea. Would it not be more 
sensible. for our federal and _ provincial 
governments, in decentralizing further their 
offices, to locate in cities and towns not al- 
ready favored by expanding industrial 
growth? 

In other words, why should not govern- 
ments locate more branch offices in muni- 
cipalities in which office space is less ex- 
pensive, housing is easier to get, and in which 
the added employment potential would ease 
to some extent the jobless problem?

“It Ain’t 
Necessarily So”

There is an old saying that figures don’t lie-~ 
but liars can figure. 
In the unemployment insurance game this does 
not hold true, In other ways, perhaps, but the very 
existence of Unemployment Insurance benefits 


‘gives us much greater unemployment figures than 


the true facts would bear out. 

When a lady works and pays unemployment 
insurance, then gets married and quits her job to 
spend her time at housework in- 
stead of pushing the keys of a 
typewriter, is she unemployed? 
Of course not. But because of 
ULC. she registers as unemploy- 
ed, and draws the benefits. 

Take another example. A 
small acreage farmer gets a job 
with a construction crew .during 
the summer. He and his family 
work hard on their little farm 
to provide a livelihood, in addi- 
tion to his construction job, 
Freeze-up comes, building slack- 
ens and he’s out of work. Now if there was no un- 
employment insurance he'd go back home and do 
the daily chores without bothering to call himself 
unemployed. But because of out-of-work bene- 
fits he lists himself in the winter season army of 
idle workmen. 

Carpenters are always considered a little higher 
paid because their work is seasonal. But there. are 
always six weeks of bitterly cold weather when 
they'd rather get $18.00 a week from the govern- 
ment and be home by a warm fireside than $60.00 
on the job. More unemployed, who wouldn’t con- 
sider themselves as such if it weren't for the U.I.C. 

“Unemployment Insurance is making bums out 
of some young men. They would rather take $18.00 
a week in insurance than go where work is avail- 
able.” 

This statement was not voiced by any reaction- 
ary, conservative industrialist. 

It is the considered opinion, recently expresssed 
of a man intimately acquainted with the operation 
of our Unemployment Insurance Commission, and . 
one who is entirely sympathetic to the plight of 
those who are jobless through no fault of their 
own. 

He must remain anonymous because he is a 
senior civil servant, But his views are worthy of 
study . 

Far too many Canadians look upon jobless in- 
surance funds as money which they, themselves, 
have saved and, therefore, money which they have 
a right to dispose of as they see fit. 

That, of course, is far from the case. 

Jobless insurance funds are not the sum total of 
the savings of all Canadian workers. If each contri- 
butor decided to quit and draw all the unemploy- 
ment insurance to which he or she is ace steel) the 
fund would be speedily broke. 

While there are 585 million dollars im the federal 
unemployment insurance treasury, it is worth 
noting that in 1949, a year in which Canadian em- 
ployment was at a high, the fund staged a very 
“close race" between costs and income. 

Unemplyoment insurance is insurance and 
nothing more. It is intended to cover short term 
emergencies. It is paid out of funds contributed 
only one-third by the employee, and the balance by 
the employer and general tax-paying public. 

Insurance is only good if it is paid out under 
sound, business principles. 

It is not designed, and never was, to hens 
idleness.

Civil Service Lament 


Dear Editor— In all the merry- 
go-round of Ottawa, thing’s are at 
their worst in hot weather. The 
work slowed up so much this 
summer that the director sent the 
following circular to various of- 
fices in his department: 

“Tt has been brought to the at- 
tention of this office that man 
employees have been dying while 
on duty for apparently no good 
reason at all. Furthermore, the 
same employees are refusing to 
fall down after they are dead. 
This practice must stop at once, 
On and after July 1, any employ- 
ee found sitting up after he or 
she has died will be dropped from 
the payroll at once without fur- 
ther investigation under Regula- 
tion No. 29, section 89. Where it 
can be proved that the employee 
is being held up by a desk; draft- 
ing table or typewriter or any 
other support which is the proper- 
ty of the government a 90-day 
periof of grace will be granted. 
The following procedure will be 
strictly adhered to: If after sever- 
al hours it is noticed an employe 
has not moved or changed posi- 
tion, the department head will in- 
vestigate. Because of the highly 
sensitive nature of our employees 


in regards to such things as 
death and their natural working 
attitude, the investigation will be 
made quietly so as to prevent 
waking: the employe if he is 
asleep. If sgme doubt exists as to 
his true condition, extending a 
pay check is a fine test. If the 
employe does not-reach for it, it 
may be reasonably supposed that 
he is dead. (Note: In some cases 
the instinct is so strongly devel- 
oped, however, that a spasmodic 
clutcher reflex action. may oc- 
cur. Don’t let this fool you.) In 
all cases a sworn statement by the 
dead person must be filled out on 
a special form provided for this 
purpose. Fifteen copies will be 


_made,. three copies will be sent 


to Ottawa and two copies to the 
deceased, the others will be 
promptly lost in the department 
files,”

Christianity’ s Growth Possible 
Through Courageous Preachers 


The growth of Christianity has been due largely to the 
fearless utterances of consecrated preachers who obeyed their 
conscience and dared the enmity and hostility of powerful and 


determined opposition. 

When John Bunyan was in 
prison and threatened with ban- 
ishment unless he desisted from 
preaching, he replied: “If I were 
out of prison today, I would 
preach the gospel again tomor- 
row, by the help of God.” 

When the Apostle to the In- 
dians, Eliot, was threatened by 
them he replied “‘I am about the 
work of the Great God, and my 
God is with me; so I fear neith- 
er you nor all the Sachems in 
the country. 

So it was with Martin Luther. 
During his conflict with the 
Pope, when he was summoned 
to the Diet of Worms, his friends 
begged him not to go. “Were 
there as many devils in Worms 
as there are tiles on the roofs, I 
‘would go,” he replied. At Worms, 
asked to recant, he said, “I may 
not and will not recant. I can 
do nothing else; here I stand; so 
help me God, Amen.” : 

Several months after Pente- 
cost, the stir caused by the un- 
usual events of that day had be- 
gun to subside when Peter and 
John inaugurated a new wave of 
amazement. As they passed the 
Beautiful Gate of the Temple, a 
well-known beggar, lame from 
birth, appealed for help. Unable 
to give financial aid, Peter re- 
stored him to health and strength 
—a much greater blessing than 
the beggar had asked for or ex- 
pected. Immediately following, 
Peter preached to the crowd 
which gathered, boldly proelaim- 
ing Jesus as the Messiah, accusing 
the Jewish people of his death, 
and declaring that Jesus had 
been raised from the dead by 
God. ae, ares | 

The Temple priests considered 
the teaching of religion their ex- 
clusive functions. The Sadducean 
party, to which the High Priest 
belonged, rejected the doctrine of 
immortality and naturally dis- 
liked the preaching of the Resur- 
rection. Therefore, Peter and 
John were seized, lodged in pris- 
on over night, and in the morning 
brought before the assembled 
Sanhedrin, which had gathered to 
pass upon this new challenge to 
traditional religion. 

Called upon to _ explain the 
power by which he had done such 
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a miracle, Peter replied with 
boldness and courage. He frankly 
and affirmatively declared that 
his work had been done in the 
name of Jesus and accused the 
tribunal of crucifying the expect- 
ed Messiah, Further than that, 
Peter declared that in Jesus alone 
was salvation and in no other, 
thus stating the exclusiveness 
necessary for complete faith in 
Jesus. 

The members of the Sanhedrin 
were astonished at the bearing 
and utterances of these two men, 
whom they knew to be laymen 
and unskilled in theological in- 
struction. They realized that 
these men had been companions 
of Jesus. 

Seeing the formerty lame man 
standing healed in their midst, 
they could say nothing but warn- 
ed the apostles not to continue 
with their teaching. However, 
Peter promptly answered that 
they would have to obey God 
rather than men. 

Peter, before the Sanhedrin, 
was a different man from the 
denying fisherman only a_ short 
time before. Something had hap- 
pened to him. Dr. J. H. Jowett 
points out what this war: ~ 

“He had been to the empty 
tomb. The awe of the resurrec- 
tion is upon his ‘spirit. And he 
had been by the lake on the 
morning of the reconciliation. 
The live coal from the altar of 
his Lord’s love had touched him 
and had purged away the un- 
cleanness of his denial. And he 
had been in the upper room at 
Pentecost, and the mighty Spirit 
had come upon him like wind and 
flame, endowing him with force- 
ful and enthusiastic character. 
Now, he can dare for God, now 
he can work for God, now he can 
burn for God! And this is how 
he has been transformed.” 

Even in the cowardly, uncer- 
tain, boasting, arrogant, deny- 
ing Peter, God saw possibilities. 
At times, it seems that God de- 
liberately chooses those who have 


Teachers Attend 
Banff Meeting 


Sixty-five teachers selected from 
all parts of the province are at- 
tending the second annual Work- 
shop of the Alberta Teachers’ As- 
sociation at Banff this week.

Alberta Crops Reported 
Later than Normal 


Alberta crops are two to three weeks later than normal, 
Hon. David Ure, minister of agriculture, reported last week. 
Harvesting is becoming general in the south, with yields of five 
to twenty bushels in some areas, he. said. 


Mr. Ure stated that average 
yields west and north “of the 
Killam line probably will be be- 
tween 15 and 25 bushels per 
acre, but harvesting will not be 
general in this area from one to 
two weeks. East and north of Ed- 
monton the average yield has been 
estimated at between five and 17 
bushels. 

Prospects for forage seed crops 
are generally fair. 

A hailstorm which struck sev- 
eral districts two weeks ago, is 


‘reported to have caused damage 


to 50,000 acres between Days- 
land and Czar. : 

Condition of livestock continues 
fair to good. The fall pasture out- 
look is mostly good. Reports on 
the second hay cron indicate only 
fair to noor yields, but other fod- 
der is generally sufficient for 
requirements. 

Despite good pastures, cream 
production for buttermaking con- 
tinues below the same period last 
year. Fewer cows are being milk- 
ed. It is believed that current high 
prices for slaughter cattle has re- 
sulted in .the sale of many mar- 
ginal producers.

Said Biggest on Earth 


The largest known meteoritic crater in the world, the 


famed El Diabolo in Arizona, 


which is about three-quarters 


of a mile across from lip-to-lip, will have to give way to a basin 
discovered in the moss-covered granite plain in northern 


Quebec. 

A party of Canadian explorers 
say that the newly-discovered 
crater is. two and one-half miles 
wide. An aerial photograph of a 
newly found lake in a circle of rock

pectors and led to the expedition 
that is now convinced that the five 
hundred and fifty-foot deep hole is 
of meteoric origin although fur- 
ther investigation must follow be- 
fore the assertion can be positively 
made, 

Dr. V. Ben Meen, director of the 
Royal Ontario Museum of Geology 
and Mineralogy, thinks that the 
mass of the meteorite would be 
deep underground. He places the 
time of the cosmic collision, in 
which at least 10,000,000,000 tons 
of rock were gouged out of the face 
of the earth, at 3,000 to 5,000 years 
ago. He reasons that the absence 
of mention of the catastrophe in 
Eskimino or Indian folklore sets 
the minimum estimate and the 
maximum estimate is based upon 
the failure of the last retreating 
glacier to disturb the churned up 
rock. 

The visitations of meteorites and 
“shooting stars’ are somewhat 
mysterious but the scientists be- 
lieve that they are the result of the 
explosion of an earth-size planet 
between Mars and Jupiter. 


Meteorites often enter the 


earth’s atmosphere but most of 
them are very small. Intensely 
heated by friction when they reach 
the earth’s atmosphere they are 
usually consumed before reaching 
the ground. If falling at night, 
they appear as a ball of fire, fre- 
quently leaving a brilliant train of 
sparks behind. Sometimes they 
burst in a loud explosion. 

An unusual display of meteor- 
ites often occurs in the month of 
August, when the earth passes 
through an area which annually 
produces a number of “shooting 
stars.”
